This  variety  has  got  all  the  good  features  that 
a  good  decorative  Dahlia  should  have,  fine  long  stiff  stems  that  hold  the  flowers  per¬ 
fectly  erect,  out  from  a  strong,  sturdy  plant  with  thick  leaf  foliage.  The  flowers  will 
easily  grow  to  10  inches  by  ordinary  field  culture.  The  color  is  flame-red  with  a 
primrose  yellow  glow  at  the  base  of  the  petals.  This  variety  I  can  highly  recom¬ 
mend.

GOLDEN  DREAM.  (Decorative).  High  score  A.  D.  S.  trial  garden  1926.  Certificated 
by  The  Dahlia  Society  of  New  Jersey,  also  winning  first  prize  everywhere  it  has  been 
exhibited.  Color  Storutian  yellow  and  a  golden  sheen  or  lustre,  reverse  Brazil  red. 
Long  stiff  stems.  It  surely  is  a  Golden  Dream.  Root  $3.00.  Plants  $1.50. 

GOOD  NIGHT.  (I.  D.)  (Broomall).  This  dahlia  is  well  named.  Color  ox-blood  red, 
shaded  maroon.  Larger  than  Shirley  Shaw.  Mr.  Broomall  says  it  is  one  of  his  best 
and  a  joy  to  look  at.  Height  three  feet.  Plants  only,  $2.50. 

GROVER  WHALEN.  (Klein-F.  &  M.)  Quoting  from  the  1929  “Roll  of  Honor”  of  The 
American  Home:  “One  of  the  outstanding  dahlias  at  the  New  York  Show  where  it 
won  first  prize  for  ‘Best  basket  of  25  blooms,  one  variety’  and  got  into  the  movie¬ 
tone  with  the  attractive  daughter  of  New  York’s  Police  Commissioner  doing  the  talk¬ 
ing.”  It  is  a  fine  autumn  color  of  rich  orange  with  tints  of  bronze,  particularly  at¬ 
tractive  both  in  the  garden  where  the  plants  are  laden  with  bloom  and  under  artificial 
light.

An  exhibition 
flower  of  vigorous  growth ;  excellent  stem.  Root  75^ 

JERSEY'S  MAMMOTH.  The  largest  of  Mr.  Waite’s  introductions,  a  huge  blossom, 
color  a  rich  golden  mahogany.  A  fine  novelty.  Root  $2.00.  Plant  $1.00. 

KENTUCKY.  (F.  D.)  (Wigginton).  A  seedling  of  Jersey’s  Beauty  and  very  much  like 
its  parent  except  for  color,  which  is  a  brilliant  light  salmon-orange,  suffused  with  pink 
on  outer  petals.  Stem  and  height  of  plant  same  as  Jersey  Beauty.

KATHERINE  COLE.  (F.  D.)  (McDowell).  This  is  indeed  a  beautiful  Dahlia.  In  color 
it  is  a  combination  of  light  pink  and  cream,  tips  of  the  petals  are  pink,  shading  to 
cream,  with  a  pink  center.

Our  customers  will  note  in  this  issue  many  new  varieties  that  we  have 
tried  out  in  our  gardens  and  found  to  be  worthy  acquisitions.  It  is  our 
practice  each  year  to  obtain  plantings  of  the  newer  creations  in  order  that 
our  many  visitors  may  have  the  opportunity  to  view  them  while  growing 
in  our  fields. 

CARE  AND  CULTURE  OF  GLADIOLI 

Do  not  plant  too  early,  as  nothing  is  gained  by  planting  before  the  ground  is  warm. 
If  your  soil  is  heavy,  plant  four  inches  deep,  if  light  and  sandy,  six  inches  is  better. 
Place  the  bulbs  four  to  six  inches  apart.  Place  the  bulbs  in  a  well  worked  trench  in 
zigzag  rows,  and  cover  at  first  about  three  inches,  when  shoots  begin  to  appear,  work 
balance  of  dirt  into  the  trench.  At  all  times  keep  the  soil  loose.  If  exhibition  blooms 
are  wanted  Sheep  Manure  or  Fertilizer  should1  be  worked  in  around  the  plants  when 
hoeing. 

In  the  Fall  dig  the  bulbs  as  soon  as  the  leaves  turn  yellow.  Cut  stem  off  half  an 
inch  above  bulb.  Spread  bulbs  out  in  the  sun  and  dry  thoroughly  before  storing.  Store 
in  a  cool,  dry  cellar.

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CULTIVATION  OF  DAHLIAS 


Dahlias  are  easily  grown,  requiring  no  special  soil  or  treatment  to  bring  them  to  per¬ 
fection.  They  love  an  open,  sunny  situation,  but  also  succeed  in  partial  shade. 

Prepare  the  soil  thoroughly  by  digging  12  to  18  inches  deep  in  the  Fall,  and  then 
again  in  the  Spring  before  planting. 

If  the  soil  is  poor,  work  in  some  well-rotted  manure  in  the  Fall  and  apply  artificial 
fertilizer  in  the  Spring — 100  pounds  to  1000  square  feet. 

Dig  holes  3  or  even  4  feet  apart  and  about  6  inches  deep;  drive  a  stout  stake  in  each 
hole  and  lay  the  tuber  down  flat  with  the  crown  toward  the  stake  and  cover  with  2  or  3 
inches  of  soil,  leaving  the  balance  of  the  hole  to  be  filled  up  later,  after  the  plant  comes 
UP- 

Plant  any  time  between  April  15th  and  June  15th,  the  latter  date  being  the  best  for 
exhibition  flowers. 

When  the  plants  have  made  their  third  set  of  leaves,  the  top  should  be  pinched  out, 
to  make  them  branch.  Allow  only  one  plant  to  each  stake. 

The  most  important  thing  from  now  on  is  hoeing  and  cultivating  until  the  buds  ap¬ 
pear;  this  should  be  done  at  least  every  week  and  after  every  rain.  After  the  buds  ap¬ 
pear  the  ground  should  be  mulched  with  rotted  manure  if  possible,  and  a  thorough  water¬ 
ing  should  be  given  whenever  the  plants  require  it. 

Disbudding  the  side  buds,  leaving  only  the  terminal  bud  to  develop,  will  bring  larger 
blossoms. 

DIGGING  AND  STORING 

After  the  first  black  frost,  cut  off  the  tops  at  the  ground  and  allow  to  stand  a  few 
days  to  bleed  out.  Then  dig  with  a  garden  fork.  Care  should  be  exercised  not  to  break 
the  tuber  necks.  Cut  the  stalk  back  again  to  about  2  inches  above  the  crown.  Then  by 
tapping  on  the  cut  stalk  endwise  with  a  light  instrument,  most  of  the  dirt  will  free  with¬ 
out  injury  to  the  necks  of  the  tubers.  Dry  in  the  sun  a  few  hours,  and  your  clumps  are 
ready  to  store.  A  root  or  white  potato  cellar  is  preferable  with  a  temperature  of  about 
40  degrees.  In  this  they  need  no  protection  or  covering.  The  average  house  cellar  is 
too  dry  and  hot,  and  in  such  conditions  the  clumps  should  be  placed  in  the  coolest  part 
and  packed  upside  down  in  a  box  in  dry  sand,  ashes  or  preferably  ground  Peat  Moss. 

After  the  tubers  are  stored  a  month,  it  is  well  to  look  them  over,  trim  out  any  por¬ 
tion  showing  rot  and  dip  all  the  fresh  cuts  in  equal  parts  of  hydrated  lime  and  flowers  of 
sulphur,  and  pack  them  back  again  as  before.  Should  the  tubers  show  signs  of  shrivel¬ 
ing,  place  dampened  Peat  Moss  over  the  top  of  the  box  to  prevent  further  drying. 

Dahlia  tubers  air  dried  and  so  packed  should  keep  well  until  spring  with  no  further 
handling,  providing  they  were  grown  properly,  well  ripened  and  not  frosted.
